Evil dad raped 
his daughter 
and fathered 
her 2 children 

A DEPRAVED dad who had 
sex with his daughter over a 
33-year period and had two 
children by her faces life in 
prison for incest, rape and 
indecent assault. 

The 68-year-old Harlow 
man, who cannot be named 
to protect the identity of the 
victim, pleaded guilty to a 
total of 18 charges when he 
appeared at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Tuesday. 

He admitted two counts of 
incest, two rapes, 12 indecent 
assaults and two charges of 
indecency with a child. 
Samantha Leigh, 
prosecuting, said the charges 
covered a period from July 4, 
1971 to July 3, 2004. Sexual 
activity began when the girl 
was just seven and continued 
until she finally managed to 
move out of the home they 
shared with their two 
children. 

She confided to a friend last 
year who urged her to report 
the abuse to police. After he 
was arrested in December 
the defendant claimed that 
they only had a sexual 
relationship when she was 
older and with her consent.

STUNNED residents this week told how the 
community has been turned upside down by 
a blaze that ripped through their estate.

Miss Leigh said he sometimes used 
ordinary balloons as condoms but gen¬ 
erally they had unprotected sex adding 
that he instigated oral sex underneath a 
towel while the family were on holiday. 

She said when the victim was 10- 
years-old she was made to lie on the 
stairs while a dog performed an inde¬ 
cent act on her. She was also indecently 
touched when the defendant gave her 
piggy backs. 

“As she got older the only way she 
could describe it was that it became a 
habit,” said Miss Leigh. “Other children 


in the family moved out and she stayed 
with her father. Her mother also moved 
out. 

“As she got older it became harder 
and more embarrassing to tell someone. 
She was required to get up in the night 
and go to his room and then back to her 
own room. When she tried to stop it he 
would make it extremely difficult for 
her if she didn’t comply.” 

The prosecution said the defendant 
was happy when both children were 
born, telling her: “You can go on and 
have a football team as far as I’m con¬ 
cerned”. 

In her interview with police the vic¬ 


tim said that when she did not want to 
have sex her father would get aggres¬ 
sive and say there would be conse¬ 
quences for the children. 

When she finally moved out he bom¬ 
barded her with text messages saying “I 
want the old sweet girl back” and 
threatening to tell the children who he 
really was. He finally told them last 
August. 

Miss Leigh said that, as a child, the 
daughter was never allowed to stay at 
friends’ homes overnight and her father 
always quizzed her about who she had 
seen and what she had said. 

He told her that if she became preg¬ 


nant by him she should claim she had 
been grabbed by someone and attacked. 

She had a friendship with one young 
man but kept it secret from her father 
because she feared how he would react. 

The court heard that when the victim 
was older the defendant would be “like 
a limpet” when they were out, never 
wanting to leave her alone. 

Judge David Turner ordered the 
defendant to sign the sex offenders’ reg¬ 
ister and made an order banning any¬ 
thing which might identify the two chil¬ 
dren. 

Sentencing was postponed until next 
month.

Harlow in the 
front line of 
Civil Defence

N owadays film 

from war zones 
around the world 
feature regularly on 
television news bulletins. 
But in Harlow in the 1950s 
the town had its own 
reasons for bringing the 
threat of conflict to the 
attention of residents as it 
played a major part in the 
country’s Civil Defence 
programme. 

A team of 36 trained people 
equipped with 25 steel helmets, 
four water pumps and four 
sandbags were Harlow’s own 
version of the Home Guard. 
According to a report of the time, 


they would be prepared to cope 
with a nuclear bomb equivalent in 
destructive power to the bombs 
dropped on Germany during the 
Second World War. 

Under the plan, Harlow was 
earmarked as a place of evacuation 
for Londoners in the event of 
enemy forces bombing and various 
buildings were singled out to be 
used to house the evacuees. 

A bunker was also constructed in 
the Town Hall for local dignitaries 
to flee to if the town came under 
attack. 

Regular correspondent Ron Bill 
said: “Under the London Civil 
Defence Plan, all schools in Harlow 
and the Leah Manning Centre were 
listed as rest/evacuation centres for 
people from London. 

“What is now the M25 was to be an 
armed Army barrier at which 
nobody would be allowed in and 
only casualties allowed out. 

“When the old Town Hall was 


demolished the civil defence bunker 
in the basement was lost, although 
the Government officially 
disbanded Civil Defence some 
years before.” 

A report handed to Harlow District 
Council in 1958 recommended the 
town should stay involved in the 
voluntary movement, but 
councillors raised concerns over a 
percieved lack of Government 
funding which they said made the 
defence ineffective. 

They warned that if there was no 
improvement by 1959 they would 
support a movement to abandon 
civil defence in Harlow.

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Fire crews move 
one step closer 
to taking action 
over service cuts 

FIREFIGHTERS in Harlow could 
stop doing voluntary work and only 
respond to emergency calls after a 
county-wide ballot supported 
industrial action over planned service 
cuts. 

More than 600 Essex County Fire and 
Rescue Service staff have voted for 
action short of a strike. 

The Fire Brigades Union has accused 
service chiefs of targeting frontline 
crews rather than seeking efficiency 
savings elsewhere as the authority 
looks to tighten its purse strings 
during the recession. 

The union claims the proposed cuts 
will mean vital appliances such as 
aerial ladder platforms and rescue 
tenders will be left understaffed, 
resulting in a compromised emergency 
service. 

No decision will be made over what 
action will be taken until after a 
meeting with ECFRS officials later 
this month. But if the two sides fail to 
reach a compromise, crews could stop 
doing community visits, voluntary 
work and covering for other areas. 
Keith Flynn, chairman of the Essex 
FBU, said: “If there is no significant 
progress we will have little choice 
other than to put industrial action in 
place after legal notice. 

“No-one in Essex wants to take any 
form of industrial action and nothing 
is inevitable. There is a clear 
opportunity to reconsider these plans, 
adopt a joint approach and reach an 
agreement.” 

Assistant Chief Fire Officer Gordon 
Hunter, director of operations and 
resilience at ECFRS, said he was 
disappointed with the result of last 
week’s ballot but reassured the public 
the service would continue to operate 
as normal. 

He added that the service had tried 
exhaustively to help the FBU and staff 
understand the severity of the 
financial situation faced by the public 
sector and said there is a need for 
change. 

“The proposed changes for crewing of 
special appliances have been put 
forward following extensive 
consultation and carefully considered 
business planning and we must push 
ahead with these plans regardless of 
this result,” he said. 

“Based on the numbers of staff we 
employ, the number of those who have 
membership of the FBU and the 
turnout, the result shows that more 
than half of our staff support us and 
our plans.” 


Town second in licence 
cheats league of shame 


MORE than 400 people in 
Harlow have been watching tel¬ 
evision illegally, the second 
highest in Essex. 

During the first six months of 
the year a total of 414 residents 
were caught without a valid 
licence. 

Only Basildon, where 675 
people were found to be break¬ 
ing the law, has a worse figure in 
the county. 

The figures were published 
this week by TV Licensing, 
which warned telly addicts that 
anyone caught flouting the rules 
will be prosecuted and could 
find themselves having to pay a 
hefty fine. 

TV Licensing spokeswoman 
Joanna Pearce said: “These fig¬ 
ures show our continued effec¬ 
tiveness in catching people who 


watch TV illegally and therefore 
penalise the honest majority 
who do pay. 

“While evaders come from all 
income groups, we understand 
that in the current economic cli¬ 
mate some people may find it 
difficult to pay their licence fee 
in one go.

Councillors' expenses 
cost taxpayers £200k 


COUNCILLORS in Har¬ 
low have claimed nearly 
£200,000 in expenses and 
allowances in the last 
financial year, it has been 
revealed this week. 

The figures published by 
Harlow Council detail money 
paid to elected members for 
the period from April 1 last 
year to March 31. 

They cover basic allowances 
and special responsibilities allo¬ 
wances as well as expenses to 
meet the costs of travel, tele¬ 
phone calls and childcare. 

Council leader Andrew John¬ 
son tops the list after receiving 
£11,619.02 in payments. A 
breakdown of his claims show 
£248.34 for mobile phone calls, 
nearly £200 for landline calls and 
£965.55 in travel and subsidies 
for conferences on top of his 
allowances. 

Deputy leader Simon Carter 
claimed £9,989.20 in allowances 
and expenses which included 
£149.85 for equipment and cloth¬ 
ing, £126.88 for training expens¬ 
es and £270.24 for travel costs.

this year for sexually assaulting a

Eleanor Macy, who last year 
topped the list with payments of

glass and commotion. I thought somebody was 
breaking into the back garden so I put my 
dressing gown on and went to have a look but my 
brother-in-law said one of the houses was on fire. 
I got the kids and my partner out and we went in 
the street and saw the fire. 

“It was horrific, nobody could believe it. The 
flames were so hot and going about 30ft into the 
sky. 

“We all went to the Latton Bush Centre and 
everybody who was there was just numb with 
shock. There was a lady there who was in one of 
the houses who had breathing difficulties after the 
fire and she was being treated by paramedics. 

“It was just so surreal. It is going to take ages for 
things to get back to normal around here. The 
entire community is in a state of shock.” 

Scott Dee (18), who lives in one of the houses 
damaged in the blaze, said: “I heard people 
smashing windows with bricks and shouting 
‘fire’. I poked my head through my window and 
saw the huge flames and grabbed my brother and 
my dog and ran out the door.” 

Zulqar Cheema, chairman of the Berecroft 
Residents’ Association, kept the estate’s 
community centre open to offer residents a place 
to meet and get help. 

“The effect of this will last as long as it takes to 
get people back into their homes,” he said. 

“People have lost a lot of things as well as their 
personal belongings like photographs and items 
which cannot be replaced.” 

0 Yuen Chow (29), of Berecroft, appeared before 
magistrates in Chelmsford on Saturday charged 
with arson recklessly endangering life, violent 
behaviour at Harlow police station and two counts 
of criminal damage. He was remanded in custody 
to appear at Chelmsford Crown Court on Monday.

AS I drove around the corner an 
awful acrid stench filled my nos¬ 
trils and I dreaded seeing the 
damage the fire had caused.

The house in front of me was 
nothing like I had ever seen 
before. It had been reduced to a 
mere shell.

As I stretched to peer inside 
the door it was heartbreaking to 
see the blackened walls. It was 
hard to imagine any sign of life 
taking place there. 

When I wandered round I 
came across various pieces of

vision. 

As the smoke still smouldered 
from the roof, it dawned on me 
that people’s treasured posses¬ 
sions had been destroyed. It was 
heartbreaking. My disbelief was 
reflected in the faces of resi¬ 
dents. 

The surrounding houses were 
also a sorry sight. Windows had 


been smashed and the smoke 
damage was obvious to see 
through the open doors. 

But I did come away with one 
positive. In the hour of greatest 
need you are able to count on 
your neighbours. It was refresh¬ 
ing to see the community pulling 
together, eager to help each 
other. 

It restored my faith in the 
goodness of people.

Councillor's 'absence' 
ignites war of words

A POLITICAL row has broken out after a 
ward councillor, who lives more than 50 
miles away in Cambridgeshire, was 
accused of failing to support residents 
affected by the Berecroft blaze. 

Liberal Democrat Lorna Spenceley was 
criticised by Staple Tye Conservative 
councillor Lee Dangerfield who claimed 
she had published a comment on her 
Twitter page the day after the fire stating 
she had bought a piano but made no men¬ 
tion of the inferno. 

However, Mrs Spenceley told the Star 
she had updated her thread on the social 
networking site at 2.45pm on Thursday - 
nine hours BEFORE the fire started. 

Mrs Spenceley said she was shocked by 
the criticism and accused Mr Dangerfield 
of playing party politics. She said she had 
been kept up-to-date by colleagues at the 
scene and had spoken to council officers 
to ensure everything possible was being 
done for residents. 

But Mr Dangerfield has questioned 
Mrs Spenceley’s decision to move to Ely 
which, he said, would affect her ability to 
help constituents. 

“I appreciate the rules allow her to leave 


the area whilst still claiming her council¬ 
lor’s allowance and she may feel that she is 
able to deal with her case work via the 
trusty Blackberry, but how does she deal 
with face-to-face contact so necessary in 
situations like this fire at just a moment’s 
notice?” he wrote in a letter to the Star 
(see opposite page). 

“I very much hope Staple Tye residents 
will make it clear to councillor Spenceley, 
as well as her her party leader on Harlow 
Council and her eight other party col¬ 
leagues, that it is not acceptable for her to 
remain as a councillor now that she lives 
60 miles away.” 

Mrs Spenceley hit back, saying: 
“Councillor Dangerfield believes I should 
not complete my term of office as a coun¬ 
cillor which comes to an end next May. 
However, he failed to voice similar objec¬ 
tions when Conservative councillor 
Samantha Warren moved to the Isle of 
Man. 

“I’m not overseas. I intend to continue 
to do my very best as councillor for Staple 
Tye and for the residents who elected me.” 

She also said she would not be claiming 
transport costs to travel to and from Ely. 


Harlow's Emergency Plan 

WHAT IS IT? Under the Civil 
Contingencies Act 2004, all Category 1 
Responders must prepare plans to deal with a 
major incident after assessing the risks 
within an area. The Emergency Plan identifies 
roles and responsibilities of partner agencies 
and procedures that need to be addressed by 
Harlow Council during incidents such as 
flooding, fire etc. The plan is also a part of a 
partnership with Essex County Council,whose 
Emergency Planning Duty Officer co¬ 
ordinated the supply of transport for the 
Berecroft residents and alerted the county's 
welfare network. 

WHAT DOES IT DO? Using the example 
of Berecroft, it was recognised that residents 
would need to be given temporary shelter 
until the situation was resolved. A rest centre 
was activated in the early hours using 
previously identified and trained council 
volunteers and outside voluntary agencies. 

WHEN DOES IT COMES INTO 
FORCE? The plan will come into operation 
when a major emergency has happened with 
or without advance warning, causing death or 
injury, damage to property or the 
environment or disruption to the community 
which, because of the scale of its effects, 
cannot be dealt with by the emergency 
services and local authorities as part of their 
day-to-day responsibilities.

However, while the improvements to the 
existing system will benefit patients, they 
are expected to add to the workload of 
patient care administrators and team lead¬ 
ers. 

“The flip side to the projected increase in 
referrals is the urgent need for more staff to 
cope with the demand, “said Tanya. “We are 
currently looking to recruit registered nurs¬ 
es, occupational and physiotherapy staff to 
enable our clinical developments to contin¬ 
ue.” 

During the past 12 months the hospice 
has forged much stronger partnerships and 
been the centre of innovation for specialist 
palliative care. In December it launched a 
new day therapy service and two months 
ago started up a carers’ group. 

“These are things we are extremely 
proud of and feel we are making a differ¬ 
ence to the community we serve,” said 
Tanya.

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Animated films turn 
spotlight on surgery 


MEDICS at Harlow’s Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital have created a series of 
animated films to give their patients an 
insight into what happens during and 
immediately after surgery. 

Two of the five three-minute films, 
which have been funded in partnership 
with The Rivers Hospital in 
Sawbridgeworth, explain hip and knee 
replacement operations. The other 
three, paid for solely by PAH, are 
about general surgical procedures, 

All five productions have been 
developed by a company in India but 
commissioned in partnership with 
NHS Innovations, an organisation that 
supports and funds new ideas. 

Darren Leech, executive director of 
delivery at the PAH NHS Trust, said: 
“The films give an entertaining insight 
for patients about what happens in the 
operating theatre and then how they 
can cope with the intense rehabilita¬ 


tion and recovery afterwards. 

“Research shows that patients who 
receive high quality pre-operative 
information have reduced anxiety and, 
therefore, make a swifter recovery. 
These animations illustrate to patients 
what the implications of their surgery 
may be so they come in prepared for 
the aftermath. 

“We hope by informing patients in 
this way will lead to an earlier dis¬ 
charge from hospital.” 

Dr Sandra Dimmock, the trust’s 
medical director, added: “It’s great that 
our clinicians are taking a lead in new 
innovations which give patients a bet¬ 
ter insight into their treatment. 

“Patients can be confident they will 
not feel rushed or ill-informed when 
coming in for surgery. The initial feed¬ 
back has been very positive and we are 
looking to expand the film library to 
other operations and treatments.”

Paddling pools 
open with a 
council plea to 
report vandals 

VANDALS are being warned 
they face tough action if they 
are found wrecking any of 
Harlow’s paddling pools over 
the summer holidays. 

Council chiefs issued the alert 
after five of the six attractions 
opened for the six-week break. 
Each year the pools attract 
hundreds of visitors who flock 
to enjoy the water and the 
surrounding parks and play 
areas. 

But the council has said most 
years there are problems with 
vandalism and people throwing 
glass and bottles into the water. 
Tony Hall, chairman of the 
council’s environment and 
community committee, said: 
“Pupils at the William Martin 
School recently held their first 
KIDs Neighbourhood Action 
Panel with a local police officer 
and two of the main issues they 
wanted to talk about were the 
broken glass and dog mess at 
the paddling pools. 

“The council and police do 
their best but the vandals will 
wait until there’s no-one there. 

It only takes them seconds to 
throw a bottle into a pool.” 

He added: “If anyone sees 
people vandalising or throwing 
objects into a pool I ask them 
to please help prevent a child 
being injured by reporting this 
to us and giving us a chance to 
catch those responsible.” 

Last year mother Tracy Newell 
contacted the Star after her 10- 
year-old son, Ben, was told he 
may suffer permanent nerve 
damage after treading on glass 
in Staple Tye pool. 

The council said that although 
the pools at Bush Fair, Old 
Harlow, Potter Street, Staple 
Tye, Sumners, and Harlow 
Town Park, are regularly 
patrolled by police community 
safety officers and the council’s 
own safety enforcement 
officers and community 
rangers, it still needed parents 
and residents to report any acts 
of vandalism.

HE war in Afghanistan is being 
fought on the other side of the 
world but it is never far from the 
headlines. In his position as Minister of 
State for the Armed Forces, Harlow MP 
Bill Rammell has met British troops on 
the front line and this week gives Star 
readers an insight into the conflict with 
thoughts he penned while on a visit to 
the war-torn country. 

Sunday, July 26 

I arrive at RAF Brise Norton and I’m as 
nervous as I have been for every one of 
my previous three trips. Soldiers tell you 
if you’re not nervous before you go to 
Afghanistan you’ve lost the plot. 

A seven-hour flight to Kandahar aboard 
an RAF TriStar follows. When we touch 
down the temperature even at 10pm is 
hot and oppressive. 

Monday, July 27 

I am up early after only three hours 
sleep and have breakfast with the 
troops. Despite what’s reported in the 
media, their morale is high. Our troops 
know they’re working to make us safer 
by denying a safe haven for the Taliban. 

I spend the day in briefings and 
meetings and view the new vehicles 
which are better supporting our forces. 
I’m even persuaded to drive a Mastiff [a 
heavily armoured, 6x6 wheel-drive 
patrol vehicle which carries up to eight 
people ] and I’m absolutely terrified I’ll 
crash it! 

In the evening I have dinner with 
Brigadier Tim Radford who has been 
leading our forces in Helmand. He 
really believes we’re making progress 
but thinks the Afghans should commit 
more troops in Helmand. That’s what 
we’re trying to persuade them to do. 

Late evening I fly to Camp Bastion and 
attend the ‘ramp ceremony’ where the 
coffins carrying four soldiers who’ve 
been killed are taken onto the aircraft 
for repatriation. I feel desolate at the 
loss of these young men. We’re 
enormously indebted to their bravery 
and sacrifice. 


Tuesday, July 28 

I have an early morning transfer by 
helicopter to Lashkar Gah [the capital 
of Helmand province ] and have 
numerous meetings followed by a 
meeting with Governor Mangel, the 


Afghan leader of Helmand province. I 
find him really impressive and feel we 
need more like him. 

I then fly to Musa Qalah [widely 
considered as the largest Taliban 
stronghold left in Afghanistan]. This 


really is the front line with the Taliban 
just a few kilometres away. At 4pm it’s 
51 degrees centigrade and I’m flagging. 
How our forces cope in body armour 
and the heat I don’t know. They have 
my utmost admiration. 

In the evening I have meetings with 
local Afghan army and police chiefs. 

Wednesday, July 29 

First thing in the morning I visit the 
local bazaar. Security is intense but I 
wanted to meet some ordinary Afghans. 
Their concern is security and fear of the 
Taliban and they tell me they are 
grateful for our support. 

I fly back to Bastion and spend the day 
talking to troops and going into 
meetings and then visit the hospital 
where the quality of care for our 
wounded is superb. 

I then tour the training centre for our 
counter Improvised Explosive Device 


force. The IEDs are the major driver of 
British casualties. We detect 85 per cent 
but the Taliban are laying so many it’s a 
huge challenge. 

Late evening I take four flights to get to 
Muscat from where I’m flying home 
tomorrow. 

Back home 

I’m exhausted, relieved and enormously 
impressed by our troops. Their 
professionalism, bravery and 
commitment working seven days a 
week for six months is incredible. 

I’m also convinced we’re right to be in 
Afghanistan. If the Taliban retook 
control the terrorist threat here would 
be greater, but we don’t want to stay 
indefinitely. 

That’s why we're working so hard to 
develop the Afghan army and police so 
they can secure Afghanistan and make 
us safer, too.

REGENERATION projects in Harlow 
could be under threat after the 
Government slashed £3m from an 
improvement grant. 

Whitehall had promised to pump £21.5m 
into the London-Harlow-Stansted Growth 
Partnership to fund housing and infrastruc¬ 
ture projects across the areas until 2011. 

But this week Housing Minister John Healey 
announced the allocation would be hacked back to 
£18.5m. 

The news has been greeted with dismay from 
council chiefs who are working on plans to 
improve the town. 

Harlow Council leader Andrew Johnson said: 
“This reduction is deeply disappointing. Regen¬ 
eration, housing and infrastructure works are vital¬ 
ly important for the town and we will be faced with 
some very tough choices. 

“Of course we will work with our partners to 
ensure the impact of the cuts is minimised, but 
inevitably some important projects will be affect¬ 
ed.” 

The London-Harlow-Stansted Growth Partner¬ 
ship is led by Harlow Council and includes 
Uttlesford, East Herts, Broxboume and Epping 
Forest councils as well as Essex and Hertfordshire 
county councils, green groups and the private sec¬ 
tor. 

Harlow’s political leaders have been working on 
a cross-party basis for five years to meet the regen¬ 
eration needs of the town and generate 
Government and private sector funding. 

Schemes which could be affected by the funding 
cut include new housing, improving Harlow's elec¬ 
tricity network, tackling traffic congestion and 
improving green spaces. 

However, the cuts will not interfere with plans to 
widen a stretch of the A414 from the Ml 1 round¬ 
about into town as money for that project has 
already been secured through a different fund. 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell said he was extreme¬ 
ly concerned to hear about the reduction which he 
said was made to fund the Government’s addition¬ 
al £1.5bn investment in affordable housing. 

“When the cuts came to light I immediately dis¬ 
cussed the implications of this with both the coun¬ 
cil and other partners and I have demanded assur¬ 
ances from the council that vital regeneration proj¬ 
ects in Harlow remain on track,” he said. 

“Cuts have affected growth areas across the 
country, not just in Harlow, but I am committed to 
ensuring Harlow remains a Government priority.”

EVERYONE wants to be good and do their bit, 
but where do we start and how do we find the 
time? 

The last year has seen a boom in the amount 
of people looking to volunteer. YouthNet, 
home of the UK’s volunteering website do- 
it.org.uk, recorded a massive rise of 115 per 
cent in the number of people applying to vol¬ 
unteer in 2008 compared to 2007. 

Some volunteers are choosing to devote their 
time to good causes in order to help their 
quest for employment during the recession, 
while others are simply looking to give some¬ 
thing back to the community and learn new 
skills. 

Whatever the reasons, volunteering is very 
much of the moment and a ‘win win’ for all 
involved. 

Volunteering has long been a key part of 
large companies’ commitment to social 
responsibility.

amongst other things! 

Felicity McClintock, volunteer co-ordinator 
for British Waterways London, which looks 
after the canal, appreciated the effort: “British 
Waterways is thrilled by the hard work and 
enthusiasm of Honda's staff involved in the 
recent clean-up event. 

“We really appreciate the support of volun¬ 
teers who give up their time to help us keep 
the waterways clean and tidy for all to enjoy. 
Every year we spend £100 million maintaining 
the UK’s canals and rivers, removing every¬ 
thing from aluminium cans to shopping trol¬ 
leys from the water and towpaths.”

Gl JOE: THE RISE OF COBRA

BASED on the popular military- 
themed action figures, Gl Joe: The 
Rise Of Cobra is an action 
adventure aimed squarely at 
teenage boys with limited attention 
spans. 

Stephen Sommers's muscular, all-guns- 
blazing romp has big weapons, bigger 
explosions and visual effects-heavy 
sequences in abundance. 

There are plentiful flashbacks, which 
account for the near two-hour running 
time, and rapid-fire editing that 
marches in double time with Alan 
Silvestri's booming score. 

A prologue, set in mid-17th century 
France, establishes the unfortunate 


history of the clan fronted by arms 
dealer James McCullen (Christopher 
Eccleston), whose company has 
invented a nanobyte missile capable of 
razing an entire city in minutes. 

Best friends Duke (Channing Tatum) 
and Ripcord (Marlon Wayans) are part 
of the security detail hired by McCullen 
to protect his state-of-the-art warheads. 
Alas, The Baroness (Sienna Miller) and 
her minions attempt to steal the 
payload, only to be thwarted by an elite 
team of soldiers called Gl Joe and led 
by General Hawk (Dennis Quaid). 

Duke and Ripcord quickly enrol, 
working hard in the gym and the 
training simulators to build physical 
strength and shooting accuracy. 
Meanwhile, The Baroness and her 
cohorts in terror - Storm Shadow 
(Byung-hun Lee) and master of 
disguise Zartan (Arnold Vosloo) - 
prepare to take the fight to the Egyptian 


desert and deep below the polar ice¬ 
caps under the aegis of their 
commander, the mysterious Destro. 

Gl Joe careers through its set pieces at 
a brisk pace, quickly establishing the 
romantic past of Duke and The 
Baroness in flashback, though not in 
enough gooey detail to gross out the 
target teenage audience. 

Tatum and Wayans blast and sprint into 
the melee with the occasional one-liner, 
but like the rest of the cast they 
continually take a back seat to the 
effects, some of which are extremely 
amateurish and clumsy. 

Brendan Fraser, who played the lead in 
The Mummy for director Sommers, 
enjoys a brief, uncredited cameo as 
Duke's superior. 

The final scene clearly tees up a sequel, 
but it’s hard to imagine this opening 
instalment making enough money to 
warrant successive tours of duty.

THE appearance of 
Great Britain U-23 
middle-distance run¬ 
ner Andrew Osagie 
boosted Harlow 
Athletic Club for their 
fifth and final 
Southern Men’s 
League on Saturday.

secured A-string second 
places in both events. 

Jamie Solomon led the B 
field for most of the 800m 
race but was outsprinted in 
the last 150m and had to be 
content with second place 
(2:14.0). 

Glen Paxman secured four 
fine B string wins in the 
400m (55.5s), 200m (24.0s), 
long jump (5.70m) and shot 
putt (9.08m) and was second 
in the B high jump (1.50m) 
and B triple jump (11.50m) 
and 3rd in the A 100m (12.2s). 

Twin brother Carl Paxman 
was second in the A long 
jump (5.83m) and B javelin 
(35.96m). 

Craig Snook took second 
places in both the A javelin 
(42.39m) and in the B pole 
vault (2.00m). 

Ian Smith was second in 
the B 100m (12.4s). 

Steve Down and Lloyd 
Ellis had the hard task of 
competing in all hurdle 
events. This resulted in a 
win for Ellis (B 19.4s) and 
third for Down (A 21.4s) in 
the 110m hurdles, and sec¬ 
ond places in the 400m hur¬ 
dles (Down, A-string 61.4s 
and Ellis B 64.6s).

Bauer also took second 
place in the shot (10.12m). 

Chris Clark came second 
in the B hammer (21.22m) 
and third in the B discus 
(23.37m). 

The match ended with the 
relays. 

In the 4x100m the Harlow 
team was second (45.9s). 

In the 4x400m, Jamie
